eavy mobile equipment on the 
ground. 
The 
second 
w as 
brought down by blows from a 
heavy steel ball, swung from a 
boom. Eventually, the wreck­ 
ers’ blows knocked out part of 
the west side of the building, 
and sunlight shone onto once- 
hallowed rooms and the one­ 
time assem bly 
room. There 
were som e cheers irom the 
crowd as the blows were struck 
and the bricks tumbled but 
there w as evidence of nostalgic 
rem orse by more than one on­ 
looker 
The demolition follows the re­ 
moval first of inside facilities 
and salvageable m aterials. The 
final “ coup de grace” will be 
the tearing down of the gym na­ 
sium auditorium on the Fifth 
St side of the building, built in 
1952 to give the then Junior 
High one of the finest gym s in 
the district. 
Trucks are hauling away the 
debris as it piles up on the one­ 
time school playground. Water 
is being poured onto the bricks 
and m o rtar to keep down the 
dust. 
C ontractor Boccia has until 
July 3h to complete the dem oli­ 
tion of Fourth Street School. 
F u tu re use of the old school 
site is a decision to be made by 
school board m embers. It has 
been viewed by many persons, 
including City Council, as the 
possible site for a senior citi­ 
zens' housing project.

"It makes the wagon fancy," 
said John Stutzman, of Apple 
Creek, one of three Swart- 
zentruber delegates appointed 
by the bishops to deal with state 
officials on the issue 
Non-Amish neighbors of the 
Sw artzentruber clansmen say 
they have noticed Amish bug­ 
gies already bearing the bright 
triangle on rural roads around 
Kidron, Wilmot, Mt. Lebanon 
and Benton. 
These buggies are owned by 
Amish of other congregations 
whose bishops have decided it 
is acceptable to use the em ­ 
blems even if distasteful. 
The Sw artzentrubers already 
have designed what they con­ 
sider to be a compromise with 
worldliness. Mo6t of them have 
four stripes of reflective tape 
outlining the rear of their bug­ 
gies. The tape shines white in 
the glare of headlights at night 
but it looks gray in daylight. 
“This way we can rem ain 
plain, yet still comply with the 
law," Stutzman said “Now if 
they w ould come up with a plain 
emblem we could use that too 
but not this red thinR."

Skirting two of the most sen­ 
sitive issues, however, HEW 
said the rules would not jeop­ 
ardize m ajor, revenue produc­ 
ing college sports such as foot­ 
ball and would not attem pt to 
deal with the problem of sexism 
in textbooks 
Institutions found in violation 
could lose their federal aid or 
be sued by the Justice D epart­ 
ment. 
The regulations, promised to

The United States ac­ 
cused North Vietnam and the 
Viet Cong today of refusing to 
honor the 17-month-old Viet­ 
nam cease-fire and trying to 
conquer South V ietnam by 
military force. 
A strongly worded U.S. E m ­ 
bassy statem ent said the Hanoi 
regime continues to ship "m as­ 
sive quantities of war m ateriel 
and thousands of their young 
men into the South, both in ob­ 
vious violation” of the Vietnam 
peace agreem ent. 
It claimed 66,243 North Viet­ 
namese and 17,979 South Viet­ 
namese 
soldiers 
have 
been 
killed and 175,000 have been 
wounded on both sides since the 
cease-fire 
w as 
signed 
in 
January 1973 
The South Vietnam ese gov­ 
ernment “ has been ready for 
all these months to make the 
cease-fire effective ... Yet the 
North Vietnamese have contin 
ued and stepped up their mili­ 
tary attacks ... and are still 
trying unsuccessfully to con­ 
quer the people of South Viet­ 
nam by pure m ilitary force," 
the embassy said 
The statem ent was issued 
after the Viet Cong delegation 
again walked out of the two- 
party Joint Military Commis­ 
sion and the four-party Joint 
Military Team . The Commu­ 
nists charged that the South 
Vietnamese and the Americans 
refused to discuss the question 
of the Viet Cong delegation’s 
diplomatic privileges and im ­ 
munities 
In Cambodia, a government 
force driving north along High­ 
way 5 toward Oudong. the pro­ 
vincial capital lost in mid- 
March, was reported to have 
advanced m ore than a mile and 
trapped a large Khmer Rouge 
force 16 miles north of Phnom 
Penh.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Supreme Court Monday refused 
to review the bribery conviction 
of former Illinois Gov. Otto 
Kerner Jr. and his argument 
that he could not be indicted 
while sitting as a federal, judge. 
The court declined without 
comment to interfere with the 
decision of the US.Circuit Court 
in 
C hicago 
upholding 
the 
con victions of K erner and 
Thoedore J. Isaacs, form er Il­ 
linois director of revenue. Jus­ 
tice Thurgood Marshall took no 
part in the case. 
Both Kerner and Isaacs had 
appealed the conviction. 
Kerner argued in j?art that 
the Constitution prohibits the 
indictment and trial of a federal 
judge prior to his removal from 
office by impeachment. 
In other action Monday, the 
court: 
—Ruled, 
in 
a

from 
M ontgom ery, 
A la., 
that 
private, ra cia lly se g reg a ted 
schools may not be permitted 
ex clu siv e 
u se 
of

However, the court declined to 
rule also that cities m ay not 
permit segregated schools to 
use such facilities in common 
with public schools. 
—Upheld a California 
law 
preventing the payment of dis­ 
ability benefits to women who 
must miss work because of nor­ 
mal pregnancies. 
—Ruled that indigents are not 
entitled to free legal counsel in 
the appeal of criminal con­ 
victions to the highest state and 
federal courts. 
Retused without com m ent 
to review a federal circuit court 
ruling that the California High­ 
way Commission must follow 
federal en viron m en tal sta n ­ 
dards whenever it has received 
federal location approval for a 
project, even though no federal 
lunds are used for the project. 
California 
officials 
said 
tlje 
case could affect state highway 
projects throughout the nation. 
Sent back to a federal dis­ 
trict court a controversy over a 
Tennessee law requiring that 
textbooks which deal with theo­ 
ries of evolution give equal em ­ 


phasis to Biblical accounts of 
creation. 
—Affirmed a lower court de­ 
cision invalidating a New Jer­ 
sey law providing reimburse­ 
ment to parents of children in 
private schools for purchase of 
secular textbooks and supplies. 
Kerner and Isaacs were 
found guilty to conspiracy, 
bribery, mail fraud, tax eva­ 
sion and filing false tax returns. 
Kerner was also convicted of 
perjury before a grand jury and 
making false statements to 
agents of the Internal Revenue 
Service. 
The government charged that 
Kerner and Isaacs received 
race track stock at reduced 


prices as an incentive to ensure 
favorable racing dates and oth­ 
er beneficial treatment. 
Kerner was named a federal 
appeals judge after serving as 
governor. He was indicted in 
1971. 
Kerner, 65, took voluntary 
leave without pay from the 7th 
U S. Circuit Court of Appeals 
after his conviction by a federal 
jury in February 1973. 
Gary Starkman, who was a 
government prosecutor in the 
case, said that if today’s Su­ 
preme Court decision stands, 
Kerner will have to resign or 
face impeachment. 
Kerner and Isaacs were each 
sentenced to three years in 


prison and fined $50,000. The 
sentences were delayed pen­ 
ding the outcome of their ap­ 
peals. 
Starkman said in such rul­ 
ings, a defendant usually has 
120 days to petition the court for 
a reduction in sentence

Mr. Kissinger's Problem 


Secretan of State Henry Kissinger's skills as a 
negotiator now are admired around the world 
ana justifiably so. He has proved his staying 
power in the crucible of stalemate and has 
demonstrated admirable mental dexterity and a 
knack for untying diplomatic knots. 
His recent threat to resign notwithstanding, 
this nation has given Mr. Kissinger proper 
recognition If he is exonerated of present ac 
cusations and continues to serve as brilliantly as 
he has started, he undoubtedly will wind up as 
America's most productive secretary. 
Granting all this, the issue does have another 
side 
In taking personal diplomacy to such high 
level of success. Mr Kissinger has created a 
problem for himself and the I S State Depart 
ment. 
NO ONE 
ever 
has 
accused 
the 
State 
Department of being a thing of streamlined 
beauty It has the characteristics inherent in all 
bureaucratic organizations But its operating 
structure has been clear Professional diplomats 
within the department work out policy changes 
or refinements at varying levels and turn the ball 
over to the secretary of state and his top people 
for final touches 
All the preliminary work took place at the 
direction of the secretary, of course, but the day 
to-day maneuvering was handled by career 
diplomats 
Now, after Secretary Kissinger's total in­ 
volvement 
in 
the 
two 
Middle 
East 
disengagement agreements, the thrust of the 
department operation may be changed 
It is a little too early to tell how other countries 
are going to react to the situation. 
But who could blame them for wanting to deal 
directly with Mr Kissinger on their specific 
problems*’ 
They have seen him at work in Moscow, in 
Peking, in Cairo. Jerusalem and Damascus 
Would it not be natural for them to feel their 


problems are as important as those of other 
nations” 
If so. we wonder if they will settle for anything 
less than access to the top and not feel slighted to 
some degree 


The secretary has indicated that it is not his 
intent to have a one-man department and keep 
himself tied up in shuttle diplomacy. 
Despite his disclaimer, the real issue centers 
on the expectation of other nations now that Mr. 
Kissinger has set precedent by dealing per­ 
sonally with a number of countries. 
We see the reasonableness and the motivation 
of the effort to start events in the Middle East 
along the road to accord But the fact must be 
faced that success in that venture has created 
some problems for the state department. 


MH.NIXON’S attitude toward the department 
also has been called into question by some 
employes, At the tim# when Mr. Kissinger was 
involved in the Middle East and two top-level 
positions already were vacant. Mr Nixon tapped 
Kenneth Rush. No. 2 man in the department, to 
be a presidential adviser 
Assuming Mr 
Kissinger stays 
in office, 
questions are going to have to be answered 
sooner or later and we will see if the secretary 
either chooses to or is forced to continue fielding 
all the international ground balls, or if he utilizes 
other team members 
Secretary Kissinger has had such good luck 
around the world, perhaps he can do as well in 
this country and get the state department back 
into shape to assume its proper role in the fune 
tion of government. 
Then all he has to do is convince other nations 
they don't have to line up outside his office to get 
things done 
Mr 
Kissinger will need all his skills to 
straighten out the situation. Should he leave 
office the already weakened department would 
be in a chaotic state.

paigns without becoming in­ 
dentured to big-money in­ 
terests. 
In the wake ot campaign 
finance scandals exposed by- 
Watergate. 
a 
number 
ol 
congressmen announced they 
would no-longer accept large 
contributions from supporters. 
Some set a limit of $1,000 on the 
amount they would take from a 
single donor, but others set the 
limit at $100. 
One ol the latter was Rep. 
Pete DuPont, a 
Republican 
Ireshman trom Delaware and a 
wealthy man because of his 
fam ily connections. DuPont 
made the decision to accept 
gil ts of less than $100 with some 
concern, because he feared he 
might not be able to raise 
enough that way to finance his 
campaigns. 
But now he has reported his 
hackers in Delaware have 
responded well 
to his self- 
imposed campaign 
reform 
plan 
During the past six 
months. 
DuPont 
announced, 
4,795 individuals have donated 
a total oi $76,708 to his cam- 
paign, w ith no gift being more 
than 
$100 and the average 
contribution being $16. 
DuPont said his success 
demonstrates 
that 
enough 


citizens will make small con­ 
tributions to a candidate 1o 
perm i i 
a campaign to be 
linanced 
without 
having 
to 
resort to accepting gifts ol 
*5.000 and $lo.ooo from special 
interest groups. 
DuPont also called on foot- 
dragging congressmen to enact 
a campaign reform Dill which 
will establish by law the small 
contribution procedure which 
he followed 
Sen. Richard S.Schweiker. R- 
Pa.. who is seeking re-election 
this year, also announced he 
lias been able to raise $551,064 
from 12.705 donors who gave an 
average of $41.80 each. Sch­ 
weiker is accepting gifts only 
under $1.0)0 and said 96 per 
cent >f the contributions he has 
received have been under $100 
COOL CLOTHING: Federal 
bureaucrats are expected to 
don casual :lothing to cope w ith 
Washingtor s steamy summer 
weather. 
The reason is that air con­ 
ditioning thermostats have 
been raised to 78 degrees in 
government buildings here this 
summer as an energy 
con­ 
servation measure. 
Energy Chief John C. Saw hill 
issued clothing guidelines for 
the employes in his office, 
which are expected to be 
followed by most other agen­ 
cies He says it is okay for men 
to come to work in open-necked, 
short-sleeved shirts and tor 
women to wear neat, com­ 
fortable and C(K)I clothes to the 
office.

making — Truman in his in­ 
vasion of North Korea and 
Eisenhower in the Suez and 
Little Rock crises, to take some 
notable examples. Nixon may 
have suffered the most serious 
consequences because he was 
burdened with cold-blooded 
technicians in high places — 
men whose loyalty was marked 
by a rigid code of silence and 
paranoid hostility to exterior 
forces. 
L IK E 
JOHNSON 
and 
Truman, Nixon has been an 
activist President to the extent 
that he wanted to sift through 
prepared 
information 
and 
make the decisions himself. 
Eisenhower, 
by 
contrast, 
preferred to rubber-stamp pre­ 
packaged policies. All the 
form alistic Presidents have 
been noticeably uncomfortable 
managing people, anxious to 
avoid conflict and confident 
that superior management 
would hedge against human 
error. 
Roosevelt and Kennedy were 
more tolerant of conflict. They 
wanted to "shape" the options 
themselves rather than choose 
from them. They suffered few 
scandals and their subordinates 
generally refrained from sub 
rosa plotting. But not without a 
price. FD R and JF K so per 
sonally stamped their ad­ 
ministrations that the suc­ 
cesses and failures of those 
years 
were 
direct 
manifestations of their per­ 
sonalities. 
Their 
ad­ 
ministrations lacked the order 
and continuity of their for­ 
malistic peers. ‘ 
R O O S E V E L T ’S 
“ compe­ 
titive" management fostered 
diversity 
in ideas, openly 
courted conflict among aidés 
and 
deliberately 
granted 
overlapping delegations of 


authority. “ There is something 
to be said for having a little 
conflict,” Roosevelt said. 
As long as he commanded the 
loyalty of his openly feuding 
deputies, the system worked 
But creative solutions even­ 
tually gave way to frustration 
and turnover. FD R, caught up 
in events, couldn’t plan ahead. 
He managed to navigate the 
uncertain currents of his early 
years in office, but failed to 
anticipate the firmness and 
organization needed in war­ 
time. No less than 47 wartime 
agencies reported directly to 
him. 
K E N N E D Y ’S 
“ collegial" 
process stressed teamwork 
rather than conflict. His staff 
system effectively dismantled 
Ike’s ponderous bureaucracy. 
But Kennedy’s well-intentioned 
chumminess with his advisers 
was at first counterproductive, 
building a “ closed system of 
mutual support" that screened 
out deviant views. The result 
was some disastrous decisions, 
in particular the Bay of Pigs 
invasion. 
By the end of his 1,000 days in 
office, Kennedy was more 
responsive to dissent. Unfor­ 
tunately. his system like that of 
the 
formalists, 
neglected 
legislation. A minimum wage 
bill lost 
186-185 because 
10 
liberals who should have been 
summoned to the House floor 
were off drinking beer. 
Author Johnson cautions 
against too many labels. The 
extraordinary character rather 
than 
the 
management 
of 
President 
Johnson 
most 
significantly 
shaped 
his 
system. And "Richard Nixon, 
like all men. is bound by his 
personality and his past: his 
idiosyncracies have left their 
stamp upon his Presidency."

cess to a reserve of timber five 
limes (he size of anything in the 
United States and containing a 
third of the world’s pulp-wood 
supplies 


T H E R E IS n o 
shortage of 
timber in the West yet. but 
America’s remaining forests 
are getting progressively less 
accessible and the environment 
lobby is staking its claim to 
more and more of the trees in 
them. 
International 
Paper 
hopes that by being friendly 
with the Russians now it may 
be able to buy their timber 
when it needs it around 1990 It 
hopes also to land the job of 
selling the Russians' own 
timber in Europe, which will 
need it long before 1990 
What the Russians look for in 
return is a reduction in the time 
it takes to get their pulp and pa­ 
per plants built.

You could say that Kathryn S. 
collects collections. She is re­ 
sponsible for filling the cabinets 
in the Collector’s Room of the 
art association in her town. 
A brisk, efficient person, she 
has a persuasive manner which 
brushes away any obstacle in 
her path and uses it to benefit 
many organizations in which 
she is interested. 
When, on a recent Sunday, 
she told me of the Mettlach 
collection on display, I was 
Compelled to see it. It was not a 
wasted afternoon for the pieces 
were varied and beautiful. 
In the United States the name 
Mettlach has become almost 
synonomous with the word 
“stein.” The collection proves 
that this is a narrow concept of 
the p o tter’s a rt. P itchers, 
boxes, vases, cracker iars, 
punch bowls, placques, plates 
as well as a variety of steins 
were displayed. 
The village of Mettlach is 
situated in the valley of the 
Soar along the Moselle River in 
Germany. 
The factory was once an old 
abbey built in 697. It was 
B 
lundered during the French 
Evolution and left in ruins. 
The abbey was purchased by 
Jean Francois Boch in 1809. He 
restored the buildings, installed 
ceramic implements and work 
began on the new Mettlach 
ware. 
The first Mettlach stoneware 
articles were jugs, tankards, 
steins and chalices. Embellish­ 
ments were ornamented in re­ 
lief. Later, through the intro­ 
duction of “Chromolith” ware 
in 1860 ornamentation was in­ 
laid giving the effect of cloi­ 
sonne. 
Outstanding in the collection 
were the cameo plates and 
placques. Tho soft white cameo

tigures have the look of sculp­ 
ture against a background of an 
indescribable blue. Yet, the 
enamel-like quality of the fairy­ 
tale plates and stately vases 
are equally exquisite. 
The secret of the colored 
clays and methods of manufac­ 
ture have never been revealed 
to ceramists outside the fac­ 
tory. Although it is still being 
produced, it cannot be authen­ 
tically copied. Usually pieces 
arc marked with an imprint of a 
chapel under a glaze 
Kathryn’s enthusiasm about 
this collection is understand­ 
able. We owe our gratitude to 
her and many like her in towns 
across the country who help to 
make it possible for private col­ 
lectors to share their fine col­ 
lections with the public. Thank 
vou all.

As Osteopath

NEW YORK (AP) - Since 
the first tim e, before dawn in 
the desert near Alamogordo, 
NM , on July 16, 1945, man has 
triggered perhaps 800 nuclear 
explosions. 
And, in that time, the peace­ 
ful application of nuclear ener­ 
gy has led to 46 licensed nuclear 
power plants in the United 
States, providing 6.3 per cent of 
the total US. capacity, and a 
good deal of controversy on 
safety and environmental ef­ 
fects. 
The Atomic Industrial Fo­ 
rum. an industry organization, 
says there are hopes for some 
220 power plants in this country 
by 1984. Abroad, some 30 coun­ 
tries are committed to nuclear 
power, with plans for another 
300 power plants, it said. 
In the 29 years since the first 
m an-made nuclear explosion in 
h istory, five nations have 
joined the United States in the 
“ nu clear c lu b ” -~having e x ­ 
ploded a nuclear bomb: The So­ 
viet Union, the United King 
dom, France, the People’s Re­ 
public of China and now India 
The most recent nuclear test 
explosions, 
by 
China 
and 
France on Monday, were part 
of a recent rush of news about 
nuclear power. President Nixon 
announced on his tour of the 
Middle E ast that the United 
States will help both Egypt and 
Israel develop nuclear power 
for peaceful purposes. 
And the atm ospheric tests 
followed India’s controversial 
first test of an underground 
nuclear device last May 18 and 
Soviet Party Chief Leonid I. 
Brezhnev’s assertion that his 
nation is ready to extend the 
test ban agreem ent with the 
United States to include un­ 
derground tests. 
The two great powers have 
banned atm ospheric tests, but 
France and China have refused 
to join the international nuclear 
nonproliferation pact that be­ 
cam e effective in 1970. 
f The Atomic Energy Commis-’ 
sion scorecard of adm itted tests 
shows 546 by the United States, 
135 by the Soviet Union (plus 82 
recordings of seismic soun­

School Ruling Will Hove 
Little Effect In South 


ATLANTA, Ga. (AP) - A Su­ 
preme Court ruling that segre­ 
gated private schools no longer 
can be given exclusive use of 
public recreation facilities ap­ 
parently will have little impact 
in the South, where many 
whites fled to the suburbs years 
ago to avoid integration. 
Most 
education 
officials 
polled after the ruling said such 
schools have their own facilities 
and that public ones are not 
needed. And some such schools, 
formed originally as tools of 
segregation, have now relaxed 
their policies and claim any 
child is welcome. 
Die-hard segregationists said 
they didn’t need public facil­ 
ities for their schools and 
wouldn’t use them if they did. 
The Supreme Court upheld on 
Monday a district court ruling 
banning segregated schools in 
Montgomery, Ala., from using 
city football stadiums, baseball 
diamond^ or basketball courts 
for official games 
But the high codrt failed to 


rule on whether the segregated 
academies could use other pub­ 
lic facilities such as zoos, mu­ 
seums and parks and sent that 
matter back for the district 
court to decide. 
George W.Shannon, editor of 
the segregationist magazine, 
“The Citizen,” 
in 
Jackson. 
Miss., said the Citizen Council 
academies have been denied 
exclusive use of public facilities 
but that its pupils do make trips 
to public parks and zoos. 
“They can go to parks or the 
Jackson zoo if they want to,” 
Shannon said “ A representa­ 
tive of the (Ku Klux) Klan or 
the NAACP can go there.” 
He said council schools don’t 
want to use public facilities be­ 
cause “ we don’t want any state 
aid of any kind.” 
Private school 
leaders in 
Montgomery where the case 
began in 1958 said the high 
court’s decision now has little 
meaning because they no long­ 
er need to use the public facil­ 
ities.

1973, and thus 
eligible for the program under 
a retroactivity clause, has 
asked to take part Major dis­ 
asters have occurred in 39 
states since therj. 
Grants of up to $5,000 are 
available under the program to 
an individual or family after a 
major disaster if the applicants 
do not meet the qualifications of 
any of the other programs, 
which include loans and such 
direct assistance as rent-free 
housing and unemployment 
compensation

Safeguards Sought 
Against Data Banks 


WASHINGTON (AP) - More 
than 1.25 billion pieces of infor­ 
mation 
about 
American 
citizens have been collected in 
information data banks by 54 
federal agencies. Congress has 
been told. 
The statistics were contained 
in a 4,000-page report released 
today as the Senate Con­ 
stitutional 
Rights 
sub­ 
committee started work on 
privacy legislation. 
‘The most significant finding 
is that there are immense 
numbers of government data 
banks, littered with diverse 
information on just about every 
citizen in the country," sub­ 
committee Chairman Sam J 
Ervin. Jr.. D-N.C., said of the 
report 
The sulKommittce says it is 
attempting 
to protect 
in 
dividual privacy against undue 
encroachment by data banks 
maintained by federal, state 
local and commercial agencies 
“ As each new data bank is 
created and each additional bit 
of personal information is 
recorded, that precious sphere 


of privacy in which an individ­ 
ual can do as he pleases without 
outside, interference is slowly 
but surely whittled away,” 
Ervin said in a prepared open­ 
ing statement. 
The survey said there were at 
least 858 federal data banks, of 
which 86 per cent are com­ 
puterized It said the great ma­ 
jority were established without 
legislative authority. 
The report also said about 29 
data banks are concerned pri­ 
marily with negative informa 
tion, including agency black 
lists, intelligence and civil dis­ 
turbance files. 
Ervin called for legislation to 
include these safeguards: 


Explicit legal authority for 
the creation of each data bank 
as well as legislative approval 
for each decision to eomput 
erize files 


Notifying subjects that per 
sonal information about them is 
stored in a federal data bank 
and providing opportunities to 
rev jew and correct the records 
Limits on the exchange of 


data bank information between 
agencies. 
-Strict security precautions 
to protect the data banks from

—1Continued legislative con 
trol over the purposes, content 
and uses „of government data 
systems.

due to a “su m m er slum p ” in 
donations. 
P ete'R a tcliffe, supervisor of 
Blood A lliance, Inc., a com ­ 
m ercial blood bank here, said 
“w e have no slum p at all in 
supply, although w e feel a cer­ 
tain slowdow n 
in 
volunteers 
during the su m m er since w e ’re 
located near Ohio State (U ni­ 
v e r sity ).” 
R atcliffe said Blood A lliance 
pays $10 per pint “or a year’s 
free coverage of blood supply 
insurance to donors and their 
fa m ilie s.” 
The Central Ohio Red Cross 


C enter borrowed 300 pints of 
blood from Red Cross centers in 
neighboring sta tes to keep even 
w ith the supply, according to 
M rs. T ow ers. 
She said the Red Cross bor­ 
rows blood from 
“anyw here 
th ere’s another R ed Cross bank 
to borrow it from , but w e never 
buy 
blood from 
com m ercial 
bank s.” 


The Northern Ohio Red Cross 
center at C leveland, how ever, 
reported M onday a full supply 
of 600 pints on hand. 
“There have been tim es w hen 
w e have had m ore blood in the 
cooler, but w e feel w e are in 
good shape for this tim e of 
v ea r,” a spokesm an said.
